permitted to visit him and have reported that he is well. Mr. de Haan and I 
also discussed the present situation regarding the case which appears to be 
that Seoul and Tokyo are discussing the possibility of some agreement on the 
case which would presumably include an apology to Japan by the Korean 
government. Mr. de Haan thanked me for checking on this.
